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SEPIEMBEK  REPORT  OF  GROWING  CROPS. 


COTTOX. 


The  returns  made  to  this  Department  on  the  1st  September  show  a 
very  heavy  decline  in  the  condition  of  cotton  since  the  August  report. 
The  average  condition  for  the  whole  country  is  72,  a  decrease  of  16  per 
cent,  during  the  month  of  August,  and  as  compared  with  the  return  at 
the  same  date  last  year  is  19  per  cent.  less. 

The  reports  are  from  330  counties  of  the  cotton-belt  and  are  somewhat 
less  in  number  than  usually  received.  The  number  of  counties  reporting 
and  averages  by  States  are  as  follows:  Xorth  Carolina,  12  counties  re- 
porting, averages  72.  South  Carolina,  22  counties  reporting,  averages  68. 
Georgia,  oo  counties,  averages  71.  Florida,  14  counties,  averages  87. 
Alabama,  33  counties,  averages  80.  Mississippi,  37  counties,  averages  74. 
Louisiana,  15  counties,  averages  76.  Texas,  60  counties,  averages  6o. 
Arkansas,  31  counties,  averages  o5.     Tennessee,  21  counties,  averages  62. 

The  complaint  of  drought  is  universal  and  extends  from  Xorth  Caro- 
lina to  Texas,  but  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  report  the  greatest 
damage  from  it :  the  average  for  the  State  of  Arkansas  being  only  do,  or 
little  more  than  half  an  average  crop.  Except  in  the  States  of  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  and  Texas,  injuries  by  insects  are  rarely  mentioned,  but  in 
these  States  they  are  mentioned  only  as  secondary  to  the  damage  from 
drought.  The  drought  and  the  heat  are  forcing  much  cotton  to  open  pre- 
maturely; picking  is  progressing  favorably  owing  to  the  clear  weather, 
but  in  most  localities  the  plant  is  reported  as  not  growing  and  the  pros- 
pect for  a  late  crop  very  poor.

CORK 
The  general  average  condition  of  the  corn  crop  on  September  1 
603  being  17  per  cent,  lower  tli  month  previous,  and  31  per 

lower  than  a  year  ago  at  the  same  date.  The  cause  of  the  declj 
condition  reported  in  almost  every  section  of  the  country  is  a  general 
and  protracted  drought.  In  New  England  it  has  been  less  severe  than 
anywhere  else  east  of  the  Mississippi,  the  exemption  resulting  in  an 
average  of  90  for  that  section.  In  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  throi 
most  of  the  Territories,  there  has  also  been  more  seasonable  weather. 
and  the  condition  of  the  crop  is  e< >rrespondingly  better.  Local  rains  have 
fallen  in  counties  here  and  there  throughout  most  of  the  States  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  to  insure  good  crops,  but  in  spite  of  these  exceptions 
the  general  condition  of  the  growing  season  has  been  of  unwonted,  and 
in  many  cases  almost  unprecedented,  dryness. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  condition  of  the  crop  during 
the  three  months  of  growth  for  the  past  six  years,  and  will  be  found 
useful  as  a  means  of  comparis<  m.  \lt  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
in  reporting  the  average  condition  of  growing  crops  changes  in  the  area 
planted  do  not  enter  into  the  calculation,  though  forming  an  essential 
element  in  making  the  final  estimates  of  outcome  hC

We  find  from  this  exhibit  that  the  September  condition  has  improved 
from  that  of  August  in  only  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut. 
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and  XTew  York;  in  all  the  others  there  was  a  great  decrease,  being  in 
the  average  for  the  whole  country  a  decline  of  20  per  cent,  since  a  month. 

The  cause  for  this  decline  is  the  unusual  drought,  unusual  both  in  its 
duration,  and  extending  over  almost  the  whole  country  from  the  At- 
lantic coast  to  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  equally  severe  on  both  sides 
of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  with  the  exception  of  that  section  of  our 
country  in  the  most  northern  latitudes.  In  the  State  of  Kentucky. 
the  largest  tobacco-growing  State,  the  condition  is  reported  as  only  56 
per  cent,  of  a  crop.  But  one  State  is  lower;  that  is  Illinois,  but  as  that 
State  grows  but  little  tobacco,  it  is  not  an  important  factor  in  an  esti- 
mate for  the  country.  In  the  States  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee,  the  two 
States  that  are  the  largest  raisers  of  tobacco  after  Kentucky,  we  rind 
only  a  condition  of  6$  reported  for  each.  Although  last  year  thertj  was 
a  largely- reduced  acreage  in  the  three  States  above  named,  owing  1  o  an 
unfavorable  season,  and  great  scarcity  of  plants  to  set  out.  most  of  which 
decrease  was  regained  this  year,  as  the  same  causes  did  not  prevail,  still. 
with  the  increase  of  area  added,  they  will  not  probably  make  a  crop  of 
the  usual  number  of  pounds,  but  fall  far  short. 

Comparing  the  condition  for  the  entire  country  on  the  1st  of  the 
present  month  with  the  condition  reported  at  the  corresponding  date  in 
1878,  1S79,  and  1880,  we  rind  it  averages  from  16  to  22  per  cent,  less; 
whether  timely  rains  after  the  date  of  our  returns  will  alter  this  condi- 
tion can  only  be  determined  after  the  report  of  October  1  is  received,  but 
at  present  most  of  our  correspondents  say  that  it  will  be  too  late  to  be 
of  any  service.

POTATOES. 

The  general  average  condition  of  the  potato  crop  on  September  1  was 
70.  showing  a  decline  of  22  per  cent,  since  August  1.  The  condition 
last  September  was  90.  The  severe  and  protracted  drought  which  has 
so  generally  prevailed  is  the  chief  cause  of  the  unfavorable  outlook'- 
though  there  are  serious  complaints  in  some  localities  of  insect  injuries. 

The  iXew  England  States,  in  the  east,  and  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and 
Riost  of  the  Territories,  in  the  west,  have  been,  to  a  great  degree,  ex- 
empt from  the  disastrous  effects  of  the  drought,  and  their  averages  of 
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the  earlier  part  of  the  season  have  been  more  nearly  maintained;  but 

along  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  in  the  interior  States  the  gen- 
eral condition  has  been  one  of  extreme  dryness,  which  has  injured  both 
potatoes  and  corn  most  seriously.  The  general  average  of  the  seA^en 
States  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio.  Michigan,  Illinois.  Wisconsin, 
and  Iowa,  which  together  produce  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  entire 
crop  of  the  country,  is  03.  or  2  per  cent,  below  the  average  of  all  the 
States:  but  if  Wisconsin,  with  its  condition  of  93.  be  excluded,  the  re- 
maining six  States  show  a  condition  of  only  64,  the  range  being  from 
15  in  Ohio  to  71  in  New  York.

BUCKWHEAT. 

In  the  Xew  England  States  the  condition  of  buckwheat  is  given  very 
high,  being  fully  100  against  85  last  year.  In  the  States  of  Xew  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  the  two  States  that  produce  two- thirds  the  crop  of 
the  country,  the  condition  is  reported  very  low,  being  76  and  60  respect- 
ively this  year  against  93  and  98  last  year. 

Of  the  Western  States  that  produce  this  crop  in  any  quantity,  Mich- 
igan and  Wisconsin  report  a  good  prospect  for  a  crop  and  fully  equal  to 
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that  of  last  year,  but  all  the  other  States  return  an  average  far  below. 
The  ouly  and  universal  complaint  is  drought. 
The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  70  against  94  in  1880. 

WHEAT. 

In  September  our  correspondents  give  a  preliminary  estimate  of 
y.  wheat  when  harvested,"  which  affords  an  element  of  value  in  the  final 
estimate  of  yield  and  quality.  V 

The  condition  at  harvest  this  year  is  given,  for  the  whole  country,  at 
70  against  90  last  year  and  92  in  1879. 

New  England  averages  97,  considerably  better  than  last  year,  and 
makes  some  complaint  of  too  much  rain  during  harvest.  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania  make  come  complaint  of  drought  and 
that  the  crop  is  shortened  thereby;  but,  as  a  whole,  this  section  does  not 
fall  very  much  below  the  average  last  year.  The  States  from  Maryland 
southward  all  report  some  decrease  in  yield  from  the  drought,  but  the 
quality  is  spoken  of  as  superior;  rust  and  storms  so  prevalant  in  this  sec- 
tion are  seldom  mentioned  this  year.  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  each 
report  an  average  equal  to  last  year,  but  the  crop  of  last  year  was  a 
very  short  one  in  these  States,  owing  to  too  much  rain  and  rust. 

North  of  the  Ohio  Eiver,  the  great  wheat-growing  section  of  the 
United  States,  the  average  is  very  low;  Ohio  reporting  25  per  cent,  less 
Michigan  27  per  cent,  less,  Indiana  30  per  cent.,  and  Illinois  46  per  cent, 
below  last  year's  crop.  In  the  latter  State,  besides  the  inj  ury  from  drought, 
great  damage  is  reported  from  chinch-bugs.  Wisconsin  alone  of  these 
States  reports  a  prospect  equal  to  last  year.  West  of  the  Mississippi 
Kiver,  Iowa  makes  a  return  of  only  49.  against  79  last  year;  the  decline 
was  caused  by  drought,  storms,  and  chinch-bugs.  It  seems  very  proba- 
ble that  there  may  be  somewhat  of  a  panic  among  our  correspondents  in 
this  State,  for  the  notes  appended  to  their  reports  do  not  convey  so  bad 
an  idea,  although  it  is  a  very  poor  prospect  for  a  crop.  Missouri  reports 
30  per  cent,  less  than  1880,  and  Kansas,  which  suffered  last  year  from 
a  drought,  reports  the  damage  this  year  even  worse  than  then.  Cali- 
fornia reports  a  crop  12  per  cent,  less  than  1880.  As  two  investigations 
will  yet  be  made  this  fall,  it  will  not  be  prudent  till  after  they  are  re- 
turned to  give  any  estimate  of  the  actual  out-turn  of  the  crop  of  188]
